Hiſtory of a2 A Lawyers Daughter at Magdeburg came to me while I reſided at 
* Halburſtadt, in December 1679. to ask my Advice about a malignant and 
Cautery, corroding Ulcer in her Face; and I being inform'd that ſhe had already 
been under the Hands of ſeveral famous Chirurgeons, eſpecially. Mr. Xauff= 
man in Cuſtrin, where ſhe had been for ſome Years, but without re- 
eeiving any Benefit : I immediately propoſed the Application of an Acud! 
Cautery fitted to the Ulcer, but ſhe, out of great Fear and Diffidence, ut- 
terly rejected it, and went from me to Brumſwict, where ſhe. continued 
above half a year under the Hands of able Chirurgeons, but without any 
Effect. Whither ſhe went afterwards, I know not; becauſe at that 
time the Plague from Eiſieben and Magdeburg coming to Hallerſtat, 
where I continued about two Years at the Command of his Electoral 
Highneſs of Brandeuburg, as Chief Chirurgeon for the Cure of the Peſti.

If the Wounds go further and deeper, and the Meuinges or Membranes 
under the Skull, tho but in the uppetmoſt part, as the Dura Mater, are 
wounded, there is ſo much Danger, that ſuch Accidents are generally 
eſteemed Deadly, unleſs ſome extraordinary Application prevents ir, 

But if beſides the Meninges, the Brain it ſelf is hurt or wounded in its 


Subſtance, or but ſhaken from its proper Seituation, it is yet more danger- 
ous and deadly, as may eaſily be perceived from the diſmal Accidents that 


follow, to which we ought to have ſpecial Regard. . 
Sometimes it happens that an External Hurt on the Cranium ſeems at 
firſt of ſmall conſequence, becauſe the Fracture of the Skull is not found 
out by the Probe; therefore if any ill Symptoms appear, the Fiſſure muſt 
be ſearched for by the help of a Scraper; and if the Symptoms are ſo vio- 
lent, that they will not allow time for a leiſurely Proceſs, the Trepan 
muſt immediately be uſed; for thoſe dangerous Progneſticks are a mani- 
feſt Declaration, that either the Meninges or the Brain it ſelf does ſuffer; 
or elſe, that ſome Blood or Humour, which ſoon putrifies, is ſetled under the

When a Fracture is alſo accompanied with a great Depreſſion of the Skull, 


which not only preſſes upon the Meringes, but allo obſtructs their Mo- 


tion and Operation, the Chirurgeon muſt then endeavour to bring the 
Skull up again into its proper place, by the help of an Elevator, or other 
Inſtrument contrived for that purpoſe,” which being artificially put under 
the Skull, may raiſe it up again; but if theſe Methods prove fruitleſs, then 


it's requiſite to 7repan in a convenient Place, and apply the Elevator; for 


a Chirurgeon muſt leave no means uneſſayed, in which there is any pro- 
bability of helping his Patient. . 
There is another kind of Fracture of the Cranium which remains to be 
conſidered, and that is a Contra: fſſura, or Counter-fiſſure, where it ſome- 
times happens in Winter, and to young Perſons, that the Fracture is 
not in the ſame place where they received the Blow, or on which they 
fell, but oppoſite to it, or a good Diſtance from it, per reſonitum vel re- 
pulſum, which may be perceived either by the violent and continued Pain 
oppoſite to the Place in which the Patient received the Hurt, or by a 
Swelling that the firſt day appears in the place where the Fracture is, 


which ought to be opened by Inciſion.

Obſervations Much more might be obſeryed from this Hiſtory, and Dr. Blayckard 
Rido in another place has writ very tharply againſt-rhe Chirurgeons delaying, 
or not diſcerning the Cauſe of the ill Symptoms ſoonen. However, 
made choice of this Hiſtory for two ſpecial Reaſons; firſt; to convince 
the Reader, that a great Quantity of Matter, Blood and Sanies may lie and 
gather ſo long a time between the Meninges, without corrupting them or 
the Brain.

Repanning is certainly a very uſeful; and curious Operation in Chi- 
I  rurgery, if performed according to Art, and at a proper time, before 
the Patient has loſt his Strength, and is over- power'd by the Symptoms. 

Of this artificial Operation I ſhall briefly, but with great exactneſs and 
perſpecuity diſcourſe in this Chapter. There are; it's true, many Perſons 
who fondly imagine, that boring a Hole in the Skull is a very eaſie thing, 
and to be done at any time; whereas on the contrary it requires ma- 
ture Conſideration, a very Able Head, a ſound Judgment; and a skilful 
Hand to undertake it; and he who knows how to perform it as he ought, 
without hurting the Membranes that lie under the Skull, or committing 
any other Error or Abſurdity, will be of my Opinion, that it requires 
the utmoſt Art of the moſt ingenious and careful Chirurgeon.

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Other Dangers There are other Dangers which occur in this Operation, that required 
YO Opern great Care and Caution in performing it; the greateſt of which are, that 
the Artiſt does not preſs too hard upon the Trepan, when he finds it al- 
moſt through the Skull, nor turn the Trepan too quick about; for if he 
does, the Trepan will ſoon fall into the Craſſa Meuinx, and tear ard wound 
it; becauſe it often adheres ſo cloſe to the Skull, that without abundance 
of Care, it would be almoſt impoſſible to avoid that Danger.

Els troubleſome cola Tumour, tho its commonly without Pain, is What it k. 
very difficult to be cured. It ſeizeth the Heads of Young Children, 
and for that Reaſon is called ZFdrocephalos, or 'Hydrops Capitis, a Dropſſe 
in the Head, and indeed is nothing elſe, but a particular Dropfe contain- 
ing Gelatinous Water, does not poſſeſs one particulat place in the Head; where it re- 
but being Extravaſated and wanting its due Circulation, ſeizes upon ſeveral fides. 
Parts of the Head; as Oatwardly between the fleſhy Panicle and the Pe- 
riefunium; -Imbardly between the Cranium and the Dura and Pia Mater, 
yea ſometimes the Cavitier of the Brain. If it ſeats its ſelf in one par- 
tieular Part or Side of the Head, it's eaſily perceived by the Tumour, and 
the Water may be felt under the muſculous Skin; bur if it's under the 
Cranium between the Meninges and Yentricles of the Brain, it's hard to be 
found ont; eſpecially in Old People, whoſe Stulls are hard, and the Sa- 
tares firm and cloſely joined together; there the Cure is more difficult, 
lee it's Hard ww be cbm tt . 
This Harocephalos in Children, is generally a Hereditary Diſeaſe, pro- ;,, cc... 
eecling from an Infirm and Sickly Mother, whoſe Blood is very Thick, 
Cold, and Viſcous, and if theſe give their Children Suek themſelves that 
are in ſuch a Condition, their Milk is no better than the Blood; and can- 
not be digeſted by feeble Stomachs, and conſequently yeilds no good Nu- 
triment; whereupon the Zympha grows Thick,” Gelatinous, and Viſcid; the 
Circulation flower and heavier, till at laft it utterly cbaſes. When the 
Zympha is thus ſtagnated and deprived of its regular Motion, and has in- 
farcinated the yet ſmall and tender Lymphatick Veſſels, which are unable 
to reſiſt the violent Impetus of the continually approaching Water, but 

muſt be torn aſunder; then the Tumour grows bigger, the Water takes 
more room, and becomes thicker by being deprived of irs orderly Motion. 
In Elder Perſons it commonly riſes from an Indiſpoſition of the Blood, 
where its Particles are unequally mixed, and the Acrid and Glutinous pre- 
deminate. The ill Diſpoſitiort of the Body is alſo another Cauſe of this 
Diſeaſe; for the ſuperabundant Quantity of wateriſn and undigeſted Mat- 
ter, which for want of a Paſſage downwards, flows towards the Head,

THIS Malignant and Corroſive Ulceration the Greeks call Herpes 


and Porrigo, not only from its ſpreading and diffuſive Quality, but 
from its pernicious and deſtructive Effects. The Arabians call it Formica 
Corroſi va, and the Engliſh, a Ring-worm. There are two Kinds of this Diſ- 


_ eaſe; that which is young and not Malignant, is called Herpes Miliaris, 


becauſe it only rifes in little Bliſters on the Skin like the Seeds of Millet: The 
other Kind is worſe, and called Herpes Exedens, which making Eroſions 
in the Skin, Fleſh and Muſcles, ulcerate further and deeper, and its 
Edges and Lips are difficult to be cured; for tho it often ſeems to heal 
up, it will nor fall to break out again 79D

Beverwick ſaies, A Herpes was a kind of E- 
rv/ipelas, proceeding from a Cholerict Humour which becoming Aduſt} 
rendered it intolerable. Johan. Andreas de Cruce, calls it St. Anthony's Fire.

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Cardilucius numbers a Herpes in its beginning, among Ircbes and Tetters, 
and faies, it is more Corroftve and eating than others; but in the whole, 
ſings the fame Song with the Ancients, That it proceeds from a great 
Humidity of the Blood mixt with the Sharpneſs of the Ga#. Dr. Agricola, 
who commonly has ſomething particular in all his Sentiments, ſays, This 


Diſeaſe was cauſed by an Acrid Mercurial Salt mixed with Vitriol, which 


corrupted the Humours, and ſo cauſed Exulcerations and Bliſters. 
Our Modern Phyſicians, eſpecially the Learned and Ingenious Overkamp 
faies in his Chirurgia, That this Evil was a ſtagnated Lympha, Fuices and 
Blood. Dr. Munnick ſaies, It proceeds from an Acri. ſalinaus Humour ſe- 
parated from the Blood, and leaves out the Acidum. Licenceate Juncten 
thinks ira Stagnation of the Circulating Liquors, which being hindred in 
their Natural Courſe by ſome Heterogeneous and Alterative Mixture: Dr. 
Blanckard calls it, An Obſtruction in the Glandules of the Skin, cauſed by 
an Acid Pituita, that made ſmall Tumours and Inflammations, which ſpoil- 
ed the Skin, and filled it with Blifters and little Uleers. From hence you 
may fee how far the late Writers well-grounded Opinions differ from the 
Ancients ; on which read Dolæus, who gives you the Opinions of the Ga- 


leniſts, Paracelfits, Helmontiſts, Williftans, Silvianiſts, and Carteftanifts, and

f this Diſeaſe is ſometimes very difficult, and requires a 
diligent and able Chirurgeon. At firſt, when it is only an Uler, it may 
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be eaſily conquered ; but if it becomes a true Fiſtula Lachrymalis, it 
will be a tedious Buſineſs, as well becauſe of the continual Supply of 
Matter, as of the conſtant Motion of the Eye, where alſo a Ligature ſig- 


nifies but little, becauſe the Corner being deep and hollow, will reſiſt all 


Gentle and Eaſie Medicines, and Sharp ones are not to be uſed, leſt the 
Eye it ſelf ſhould be injured. The Fiſtula's of the Eyes differ much in 
Quality and Circumſtances from other Fifu/a's. If it be only an Old 
Ulcer; and its Edges and Lips are not hard or callous, Medicines muſt 
be appropriated accordingly ; if it's grown to a perfect Fiſtula, and the 
Bone yet unhurt, the Cure muſt begin in another manner; but if the 
Bone is Rotten, the Cure is very difficult ; for beſides Medicines the Actual 
and Potential Cautery muſt be employed. Above all things preſcribe 
our Patient a proper Diet, and endeavour to throw off the offending 
Hane as much as poſſible, by Stool and Urine. Make a Foutinel on 
the ſame ſide in the Arm, and inſtead of Vine or Beer, order him to 
drink a Decoction appropriated to his Circumſtance. If there ſhould be 
a large Cavity and Swelling, and the Orifice of the Fiſtula but ſmall, the 
Chirurgeon muſt without Fear make the Hole bigger with a Lancet, or 
a new Inciſion a little lower downward, if it may be done with Safety > 
becauſe the Matter muſt be brought away from the bottom as much as 
is poſſible ;' for what will it ſignifie, if you ſqueeze out the Matter two 
or three times a day, when the continual Afflux of Humours, and ga- 
thering of Moiſture. ſoon fills thoſe Cavities and Glandules up again. Not 
to mention the great Advantages and Eaſe ſuch an Incifion gives to the 
Glandules and the Neighbouring Parts, the Medicines which are applied 
to it, will effect very much, where before they could do nothing.

When I came to the Patient I ſoon 
perceived by the ſhortneſs of his Breath and clear Blood running our 
of the Wound, that it had penetrated his Breaſt 3 for whenloever 
the Lungs are wounded, difficulty of Breathing and Ratling in the 
Throat do always accompany it; the Blood comes foaming cut of 
the Mouth, and that which iſſues out of the Wound is of a Fine 
Crimſon Colour. Ia the firſt three days there came out two Pounds 
of Blood, and two days after at every Dreſſing about two Ounces 
of a very viſcous Red and thick Moiſture, which congealed aſſoon 
as received into the Porringer. However, this plentiful evacuation 
could not prevent a Fever, which ſeized him on the Sixth day, and 
continued with great violence till the Fourteenth, attended with a 
Cough which increaſed every day, and was a dangerous Symptom. 
The Tent came alſo out of the Wound very Black, and yet there 
was no fign at all of any corruption in the Cavity of the Breaſt. 
The Fifteenth day the Coxgh abated. The Seventeenth a Subſtance 
partly Fleſby partly Membranous but very rotten came out of the 
Wound, with above three Ounces of bloody coagulated Matter, after 
which the Tent never look'd black again as before.

Michz) Werner an Inhabitant of Cangen wieſe 
under the Juriſdiction of Sandretaty; 38 Tears of Age, was brought 
to me, who Three Quarters of # Year before, was wounded by a Coun- 
try: man with a Hay Fort through the Sternon, and fo unluckily, that 
rhe Weapon went into the Aediaſtinum, and fo the Water in the Cavi- 
ty of the Breaſt fell vpon the Diaphragma.

1 There is great differences in opinions between the Ancient and 
Modern Writers, about the place where a Paracenteſis ought to be 
made.

pius 'agrees, and is certainly in the right; for the others are too low, 


and therefore I conſtantly performed it between the Third and Fourth 


Rib, and always with good ſucceſs. Once I remember I was forced 
to make an Opening between the Fourth and Fifth Rib, in the caſe 
of Chriftian Lorentz, a Corporal in the Regiment of Colonel Errnimb, 
becauſe the ſcituation of the Diaphragma was very high. The pro- 
per place without doubt is the middle of ihe Side, not too much 
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back ward or forward: Not too near the Sternon, becauſe there lies 

the Mediaſtinum, and too near the Back you will be in danger of 
hurting the Nerves, which will cauſe miſerable Accidents; nor can 

it be ſo well performed in that place, becauſe the Ribs there are 

broader, thicker and nearer one another than in the middle part of 
the Side; not to mention the M»ſcles which thereabouts are ſtron- 

ger than in the Side. Hippocrates of old, and Monſr. Blondelet Chi- 

rurgion at Toulon of later years, would not have it done at all be- 

tween the Ribs; but direct that the Ribs themſelves ſhould be bo- 

red through, and then the Membrana Pleura might be puſl'd thro? 

with a Lancet; but I cannot agree to it; for to what purpoſe ſhould 

we give the Patient ſo much trouble, when an Inciſion will do the 

work both ſpeedily and ſafely ; and you need but make uſe of your Eye- 

and Fingers to find the ſpace between the Third and Fourth Rib.

bach of Roſtock, Mr. Schulfer of Brunſwig, and Mr. Krauſe of Quedlin- 
burg, of which 1 ſhall ſay mare anon; in the mean time it's no con- 
troverſie among us, that Fiſtulas in the Stomach may be cauſed by 
ſeveral unthought of Accidents, as by the Heer van Herberdt of Har- 
lem, his [wallowing a Seal 3 upon AManſieur Collichon a Muſician ar 
Paris, his (wallowing a writizg Pex, and Madam Hiddenſen of Leiden, 
her ſwallowing a Pin; and not only the Stomach, but ſeveral other 
paris of the Body are ſubject to Ulcers and Fiſtala's, as he Guts, Gall- 
Bladder, Bladder and Kali, how tender ſoever they are in Children, 
yet are liable ro theſe Diſtempers, as 1 have often found in my Pra- 
Rice. At ſuſt they are ſmall and inconſiderable things, not worth 
the minding; bur lurking a' long time in the Body, the Patient 
complains of an oppreſſion and pain in the part where the Ulcer is, 
which ſhould excite the Chirurgions diligent Enquiry into the firſt 
Cauſe, to prevent its further Progreſs, and provide for its Cure. 
. Hence you may conclude, that the Cure is very difficult, and chief 
depends upon the Adminiſtration of proper Internal Medicines, 
becauſe Externals cannot reach the Part afleted, except Cataplaſms 
for the mitigation of Pain; but when Nature has forced the Diſcate 
towards the Skin, and it riſes more and more outwardly, then the

how ſuch a ſoft and large Shell, ſnould continue ſo long there without 
being digeſted or worn away by the Stomach, and that the edges 
of it had power to bore through the firm and ſtrong Coats of the 
Stomach, without injuring any Internal parts that lie near it; eſpe- 
cially if we conſider the great quantity of Patrefaction wherein it 


was contained, and yet that this Shell ſhould come out in its own 


ſhape, without being rotten, is certainly very wonderful. 


In the year 1680, when 1 lived as Chief Chirurgion in the Plague 
at Halberſtadt: Mr. Schuler, a famous Chirurgion at Branſwig, (ent 


me the following Hiſtory of a Glover he had in Cure, about Twenty 


Nine years of age, who having a ſharp Three-edged Needle in his 


Mouth, and ſer ing his Child fall off the Table, was fo frighted, 


that the Needle ſuddenly and unawares flipp'd down his Throat, 


and without any difficulty found a Way into his Stomach. At firlt 
he ſelt but little pain, and carefully obſerved if it would go awa 
by ſtool, but met with nothing but a continued diſappointment, for 


no Needle was voided. © Three quarters of a year after a'Tumcr roſe 
about a hand's breadth above the Navel; which in a mcnth's time 
grew as big as a Wall- nut, but without pain, unleſs you touch'd 
the place where the Needle was, and then he found a pungent ard 
pricking pain in the part. This cauſed him to ſend for Mr. Schalfer, 
who immediately applied a Cataplaſm to it, and with ſuch ſuccels, 


that the Fifih day the Needle might be perceived, which he drew 


out with a convenient Forceps, and was only ſomething black, and 


worn away a little about the point; for he ſent me the Needle that 
I I might ſee it. Then the Chirurgion was forced to make the hole 
ſomething larger, becauſe the Inflammation and Pain encreaſed, 
out of which in Ihree weeks time came abundance of ſtinking Pu 


and Corruption, which being voided, he uſed his utmoſt care and 
skill to heal it up, but all to no purpoſe, for it continued an Open 
Fiſtula. This Obſer vation methinks is no leſs wonderful than the 


former, that aſter ſo long a time, the Needle ſhould fiiſt work its 


Way through the Stomach, and then into the Belly, and yet ſhould 
not be worn, away, nor injmed by the Acidum in the Stomach, and

Authots are at no agreement about the Place where this Opera- 
tion is to be performed.

The quantity of Water to be drawn forth, muſt be proportioned 


to the Patient's ſtrength or weaknels ; but by no means don't take 


away too much at firſt ; for that will debilitate the Patient, and 
diſſipate the vivacious Spirits all at once. The Third or Fourth part 
is generally thought enough, and not too little. Tye the Pipe in faſt 


with a good Bandage round the Body, and when there is no more 


Water left, take out the Pipe, and heal up the Wound by degrees, 
with a proper Balſam and Plaiſter. 8 

In October 1679, I had in Cure Maria Bertrams, a Burgher's Wife 
of Groninghem, a Mile from Halberſtadt, Thirty Eight years of age, 
who was prodigiouſly ſwelled with a Dropſie, her lower Belly being 
Three yards and three quarters in circumference, and her Navel 


ſtanding outwards as big as the Crown of a Hat, and yet was other- 


wile tolerably ſtrong and lively. Dr. Haaſenbein was joined with 


me, and we made no ſcruple of opening her the Fourth day, under 
the Navel towards the right Side, as may be ſeen in f Letter 4, 
with the Inftrument B, and Pipe C. This was done at one fingle 


gentle puſh: Then the Inward Cutting Inſtrument was drawn out, 


and the Pipe remained in the Wound. At that time we drew out 
about a Third part of the Water, and preſſed double Linnen Rags and 
Bolſters upon the Navel, that no more Water might get into it to 
extend it, In the Pipe I afterward put a Spunge, which had been 
preſs'd very cloſe and made fit for it. Over that a piece of ſoft Lea- 
ther and double Clothes, and over all a large ſoft Bag filled with 
Herbs, and moiſtened in warm Wine, which always gave her eaſe 
in the tormenting Pains of the Belly. All theſe things were after 
wards guarded with a ſtrong Ligature deſcribed by Monſr. Fonrniers, 
which he calls Bandage du Tronc appelle le double Rhombus, and may 


be found in his Book, fgara 106. pag. 33. In this manner we con- 


tinued drawing of Water Fourteen days together, till we had took 
out no leſs than One Hundred Twenty Eight Quarts.

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had neither time nor opportunity to make Trial of it, though it's 
certain that in the Dominions of the great 49g! in the Indies, there 
is a Province called Qzantict, where the Inhabitants are commonly 
troubled with one thick (wollen LES, ſometimes the Right, and other 
whiles the Left, like thoſe that-'are Hydropical. Dr. Blankard gives 
us an Account of a young Gentlewoman who had a Dropſie iz Dextra 
uteri Tuba, and of 'Two Children who had the ſame Diſtemper on 
aud in the Head; Blegni allo gives us a relation of a Dropfie ix Tubs 
11teri of the Counteſs of Nemport, which is well worth the reading. 
Roſth, Tulpim, Van Twoll, Bligni, Blankard and ſeveral others, tell us that 


a Dropſie very often happens in the Aterus or Womb. Fob van Mecteren 


acquaints us with the Hiſtory of a Dropfie in the Spleen, and Dr. Dec- 


ket has pre ſented us with the figure of a very great Thigh, which 


the famous Srhmalis jus opened, out of which came a great quantity 
of a ſalriſh zymphe. To mention more Authors on the ſame Subject, 
would but give you an uoneceſſary trouble, and therefore I ſhalt 
proceed to my own Obſervations © 

I a4ay 1686, Dr. Paules and my (elf had a Patient in Cure, a 
Woman who keeps a Tavern in this Town, 32 years of Age, and 


had a Dropſie and a large Tumor on the Pudenda and its Labia, 


which: exceeded in magnitude the meaſure of a quarter of a Peck, 
but otherwiſe healthy, and fix. Months gone with Child. The firſt 
Eight days L applied ſeveral things to it, but without effect, for it 
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grew harder and bigger, and therefore we agreed, fince the Patient 
could bear it no longer, and that the paſſage of the 7rize was quite 
ſopp'd up, to ſcarifie both rhe 7a%/a, which being done, in Eight 
hours time there came away above a Gallon of Water; at Night it 
ran not fo faſt, the next day none at all, and the Fourth day as 
much again as ever. Then I made ſomething higher, Two wal 
Ineiſions, through which in 48 hours all the Water ran out, the parts 
contracted and appeared in their natural ſhape and proportion. She 
continued Three weeks very well, but after that time the Water be- 
gan to gather again, ſo that I was forced to make Two new Openings, 
through which in Two days time all the Water found a paſſage; en- 
_ creaſed no more afterwards, and at her right time the Patient was 
brought to bed of a Daughter. By this example, notwithſtanding 
all the impertinent talk againſt ir, you may ſee the neceſſity of uſing 
Scarifications in this caſe, there e reaſon to apprehend the danger 
of # Gangreen in this part, though there is in the Thighs and Legs; 
which may alſo be prevented by the uſe of my Lac Virgins, 
In Auguſt 1693, | was ſent for to a Woman, whoſe Husband be-. obfervation 5 
longs to the Poſt-Office; who alſo had a Dropſie in the Pdenda, which 
ſwelled to an extraordinary bigneſs.

T had a long conference with other Chirurgions about it, 

for l had a mind to open it, but they would by no means conſent to 

that Operation. At laſt, Dr. Tieliſh being ſent for, and approving my 

opinion; after I had Two days uſed a Cataplaſm, I opened it in the 

lower parts, on both fides the Zbia, with. a Lancer, out of which 
Openings, in Two days time came Two Gallons of Water; the Swel-. 

ling went perfectly off in Six days time, and in all appearance ſhe was 
perfe&ly-cured.

Bockoyes-Hoff, 28 Years of Age, who was Marryed but half a Year be.

dinary bigneſs, that it grew Crooked; the Frænulum was allo (wollen 
like a Cordee in a Virulent Gonorrhea, and the Patient would not be 
perſwaded but his Wife had Bewitch'd him. As firſt he made Water 
very well, but at length it was exceeding painful to him. The Scrotum 


was not ſwelled in the leaſt, which ſeemed to me very wonderful. 


After more than a Fortnight, when we ſaw that Cataplaſms and other 


Medicines would not prevail, I made an Inciſion forward in the Præpa- 


wium, from whence the ſame Day came forth above a Pint of Water, 


and the ſwelling of the Penis was much abated; but becauſe it ceaſed 
to run the Second Day, I ſcarified the Præputium in another Place, and 
on the Third Day in another, which quite emptied the part, inſo- 
much that on the Seventh Day every thing was reduced to its natuxal 
proportion. Thus he continued three Weeks together, and as it may 
be gueſſed made uſe of his Young Wife as formerly; whereupon the 


ſwelling returned as before, and to add to his Affliction, he was again 


tot mented with the apprehenſion that his Wife had bewitched him, 


and would not be perſwaded to the contrary, by all the Arguments we 


could uſe againſt ſo Fooliſh an Opinion. Dr. Regius and my ſelf being 
ſent for again, we made as before an Inciſion on the fide: of the preputi- 
um, out of which came a little Water, but not the Fourth part ſo much 
as in the ſitſt Operation, for this reaſon we tepeated the Inciſion 3 times 


on the other ſide, but with little benefit; for but little Water came away, 


and the Yard continued as much tumified as ever. In fine, we did all that 
wes poſſible to be done in ſuch a Caſe;but the Patient growing Lean and 
very Feeble, and being ſo much tormented with Pain that he could 
not Sleep, he was ſeized with a violent Cramp and Convulſiant, and af- 
ter enduring Four or Five Fits of an Epitepſy, he Dyed : Which was

the Morning and in the Afternoon I diſſected the Penis in the Preſence

In February 1691. Anne Mullers a Taylors Wife living in a Town 
called Zobten, 39 Yearsof Ape, was brought to me to be cured, whoſe 
Thigh in Fourteen Weeks was Grown ſo Monſtrous big, that a little 
above the Knee it wasa Yard and Half in Circumference, and a little 
higher above Two Yards about. Dr. Ticl:ſch was alſo conſulted. She 
complained of no great Pain but only near the Knee and in her Groius. 
The Thigh was very hard, but of the ſame colour with the reſt of the 
Skin : Very much ſwelled towards the Knee and yet what was very 
ſtrange, the Knee was not ſwelled at all, and ſhe could bend it as ſhe 
pleaſed. The bardneſs of the Thigh and becauſe it would not Pitt 
when compreſs'd with our Thumbs, made us of Opinion there was no 
Water in it, but that it was cauſed by a Celatinous and Mucilaginous 


Matter which lay very deep under the Skin, and therefore we agreed

This admirable reſolving Plaſter,” tho Excellent in theſe Diſeaſes 
and made the Thigh Sw eat, ind fo ſoft that you 1085 have made Dents 


in it with your Thumb, yet it was not powerful enough to Conquer 


the Malady. The Doctor alſo gave her internal Medicines, and a Cask 
was made purpoſely for her to put her Leg in, under which was Burnt 
Spirit of Wine but without Effect. Hereupon it was reſolved to lay a 
Corrofive of a Hands Breadth upon it made of Silver and Aqua Fortis, 
which did its Buſineſs in Two Hours Time, and Four Days after the 
Eſchar being ſeparated, as I was dreſſing it, all of a ſudden, a naſty 
Reddiſh Water Guſſfi d out with ſuch Violence from the opening, that 


its Stream reached above Two Yards from the Wound, 1 quickly 


made the Orifice wider, becauſe it was very ſmall, and putting a Pipe 
into it and a Baſon under it, let out above Two Quarts of Water, and 
the next Morning though'the Rags that lay upon it were very Wer, 
yet I took away above Three Quarts more of ſuch Naſty Filthy Suff 


and ſometimes Lumps of Blood and Filaments came away with the reft.. 


All this time the Patient complained of no Pain, only ſhe was very 
Faint ana Weak eſpecially at dreſſing time, In the Evening we con- 


. 


tinued the ſame Courſe, upon which the Thigh began to grow leſs 
eſpecially in the upper part of it. The Third Day in the Morning we 
dte out Two Quarts and in the Evening one, which in the whole was 


Thirteen Quarts. Then I obſeryed that the Water grew Thicker and 
more Viſcous3 bigger Clods of Blood and Filaments came away, the 
{welling abated every Day, and the Water diminiſh'd in its Quantity; 
for in Twelve Days I had taken out Five Gallons and a half of Water, 
and ſuch like Filthy Stuff out of the Thigh, which was certainly 
very Strange and Wonderful to confider. This empty ing the Thigh at 


ſuch a Rate, rendred the Patient very Weak, inſomuch that ſhe could, 


hardly move that Leg and Thigh at all, which now look'd like a Lea- 
ther Bag, whereupon pins hare Cordials were given her to aſſiſt 
Nature that ſhe might more cheerfully undergo her Trouble: From 
the Thirteenth to the Nineteenth Day weat off Nine Quarts, and 
from the Nineteenth to the Twenty Third, Three Quarts more, ia all 
Eight Gallons and a Half. And then having been Twelve Weeks 
under our Hands, ſhe was perfectly cured tothe Admiration of all Men: 
Only for ſome time the Limpt a Little on that Leg, and the extended 
Skin being Shrunk together was a very uncomely Sight. I have in- 


ſerted the Figure of this monſtrous large Thigh for tlie Readers more 


entire Satisfaction, vid.

Stones were ingender d in the Kidneys us well as the Bladder, and Modern Au- 
that from a Terrene matter, which where ever it ſettled became like 05 EE 
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Lime; being generated from Food which eontained ſuch like par- 
ticles ; for Slime of it {elf cannot indurate to ſuch a degree as to produce 
a Stone, but being joined: with Limy particles or other Terrene Sub- 
ſtances, which too commonly accompany our Meat and Drink, they 
ſeldom fail to do it. Nlanctardus © affirms, that they were cauſed by 
a Viſcous Salt, which firſt obſtructing the Glands of the Kidneys, ſet- 
tled there; and chriſtalized into Sand, which in time converted into 
Stones, and paſſed with the Urine into the Bladder, where gathering 
. . the ſame kind of matter, they increaſed in bigneſs, till they could not 
«6 force their way through the Yard. Omitting other Authors, I ſhall 
F conclude this Head, by:ſaying; that if but one grain or particle of Sand 
come into the Bladder, iv lays a Foundation for a great Stone, by lur- 
king in one corner or other of the Bladder, which being augmented 
by a Viſcous and Tartarous humour, grows more compact, bigger 
aud harder. Nor does it only effect this upon Sand or ſuch like matter, 
blut as I andoſeveral others have often obſerved upon Bullets, "Needles; 
Grape- ſeedt, ſmall pieces of Bones, Cherry: ſtones, & c. if they chanced 
tacome intbſthe Hladder, fora Tartarous matter gathering about them, 
they ingendted imo Stones of a vaſt magnitude. As for example, - 
letu cut a large Stone out of a Soldier, which had a Thorn tyed to a 
ſtring in the middle of it; which is very ſtrange to think how; it ſhould 
come into the Bladder!

der, and the Patient is very Young, Weak and Sickly, you cannot ' i 
prognoſticate a good ifſue, If the Stone is bigger than a Hen-Egg, 
there is great danger in getting of it out, becauſe the Opening in the 
Neck of the Bladder muſt be made very Wide, which will be very dif- 
ficult to heal, though the Patient is very healthy, ſo many ill accidents 
attend it. If your Patient has a Ptifick, is Con ſuauttive, or any of the 
Principal parts of the Body are Indiſpoſed, he ſeldom recovers it, tho 
the Operator performs his part with all the Dexterit and Judgment 
imaginable. Such Patients as are Hyaropical, or are troubled with the 
Yellow Faunaice. or Falling-ſickneſs, very ſeldom undergo this Operation 
without danger of Death. Many Lithotomiſis will not undertake 
Children, ualeſs they ate above Ten years of Age, imaginipg they 
were too weak and tender to endure it; but I am not of their opinion; 
for if the Child is ſtrong and healthy, and the Stone not too large, 
it may ſuceeed very well, as I have often found in my practice, and 
experienced in my own perſon; for I was cut of the Stone when I was 
but a year old, by the famous Lithotomiſt pet sold of the City of Luben:

The firſt is the Method 
preſcribed by the famous Petrus Franciſcus, and is mightily commen- 
ded by Hildanus, The other is a ſhorter Method, and performed with 
fewer Inſtruments, and therefore I have often uſed it with ſucceſs. 

Put your Itinerarium into the Urinary Paſſage upon the Stone, and 
bend its upper end towards the Belly, that the Perinæum may be ex- 
tended and dilated by the hollow part of the Itinerarium ; then make 
an Inciſion with a Knife or Lancet made for the purpoſe in the Left 
Side near the Seam or Perinæum, as large as you think the Stone requi- 
reth, Then put the Two Forefingers of your Left hand being well 
oyled into the Patients Fundament, and thruſt the Stone forward to- 
wards the Wound, till you have brought it into the Neck of the Blad- 
der, and can take hold of it with the Hamulus or Duck's Bill, and take 
it out. Sometimes Mr, Franciſcus puts only a good Tent into the Wound 
to bring it to Suppuration, and continued this Tenting till the Stone 
came to the Wound, and then he ſays he could take it out with eaſe. 
Bur if he could take hold of the Stone preſently after the Operation, he 
took it out with the Forceps, and if the Stone was larger than the Open- 
ing, hedilated the Wound with a Speculum. But if the Stone was too 
large for the Wound, he broke it in pieces in the Bladder, and brought 
out every day a piece, till he had took out the whole. But I cannot 
commend this part of the Operation, becauſe it cruelly tortures the 
Patient; and do think he ſhould either make the Orifice wide enough, or 
take our the pieces one after another, for neither the Wound nor the 


Cure will permit ſuch a tedious and tormenting method; becauſe the

Alfter the Patient is placed and tyed as above directed. Put your 
Two Fingers into his Fundament and force the Stone into the Neck 
of the Bladder ; then with your Knife or Lancet make an Ineiſion on the 


and the Fundament through all the Fleſh right upon the'Stone, and 
having made this paſſage, put in your Forceps, and if it lies nearenough 
draw out the Stone; if not, you muſt help what you can with your 
Fingers in the Fundament; for the Stone cannot lie far from the 
Wound, becauſe its weight leads it to the Neck of the Bladder, unleſs 
it grows to the Bladder, which very ſeldom happens 3 for then it muſt 
be ſeparated with a proper Inſtrument, before it can be drawn out. If 


there be more Stones than one, take care you leave none behind in the 


Bladder, but take them gently out one after another. This method is 
called Apparatus minor, becauſe it is much eaſter and quicker than the 
former, and does not employ ſo many Inſtruments; and though ſome 
appropriate this way only to Children; yet I have uſed it often and 


with ſucceſs in older Perſons alſo, and therefore give it the Preference. 


For what occaſion ĩs there to employ all thoſe Itineraria, Conductores, 
Specula, Semi-Specula, and ſo many kinds of Forceps,' Hamuli and a 
multitude of Catheters , when the work may be better perform'd with - 
out them. A good Inciſion-knife, - Forceps and Spoon, are Inſtruments 
enough, if the Chirurgion is expert and active, and if he is not, a great 
number of Inſtruments are inſignifi cant.

When the Stone is taken out and the Wound is large, ſome give it

with the ſmalleſt Catheter, He endured a great deal of pain, and was 
continually on the wrack ; and ſeveral Phyſicians and Chirurgioris had 
given him but little hopes of a Cure by Cutting. When l firſt ſaw the 
Patient, I thought I ſhould have been more lucky than others, in 
ſearching for it ; but 1 flattered my ſelf, for I could not enter it by any 
means I could uſe, no, not with a Wyre. , Under this diſappointment

I made uſe of my Fingers, and found a very large Stone in the Bladder. 


The Patient heard it with abundance of Joy, and next day at his re- 


queſt I ſent for Two Phyſicians and Two Chirurgions, and before them 
and his Relations, declared my opinion how I deſigned: to proceed in 
order to take out the Stone; which being agreed to, I performed the 


Operation next morning, exactly according to the method preſcribed. 
in the Apparatus Minor. The Patient underwent it with Courage, and 
complained but little, when I took out a great Stone that weighed al- 
moſt Ten Ounces. The Stone was very rough on the outſide, and 
when I broke it to pieces, was ſo curiouſly. ſtreaked with Red and 
White inwardly, that it was wonderful to behold 3 beſides, in ſome 
parts it was as ſplendid and ſhining, as if it had been intermixed with 

Sparks of Diamonds. Soon after the Operation, the Patient was freed.

Herniæ are Ruptures which Women as well as Men are Subject to, 
eſpecially when big with Child and in hard labour, tho they are not ſo 
oh afflicted with them as Men; becauſe the Two perforations in the 
peritonæum, through which the Proceſſes paſs to the Teſticles in the 
Scrotum, is more apt to cauſe a Rupture than in Women. The Inte- 
ſtina, Ilion and Colon don't always fall into the Scrotum by tearing ot 
breaking the Peritonzum 3 but the Holes of that Membrane, or the 
Membrane it ſelf may happen to be ſo dilated and extended, as to fall 
down into the Scrotum and incline one to think it was broken. This 
I confeſs very rarely happens, but ſince it does ſometimes, a Chirurgion 
ſhould diligently enquire into it, for if the Peritonzum is not broken it 
be eaſily put up again; but if the Membrane is Torn, it requires 
a great deal of Pains to put it up again. . 
Cirſocele cannot truly be called a Rupture, but 1s rather a great ex- 
tenſion of the Seminal Veſſels in the Scrotum; which ſometimes grows 
ſo big, that one-would think the Patient had Three Teſticles. Mon- 
ſieur Fournier in his Oeconomia Chirurgica Speaks of a Turner in Paris, 
whoſe ſeminal Veſſels were ſo inter woven and twiſted together, that 
they were forced to Break and Tear and fo fell into the Scrotum. If it 
comes in this manner, then it may be truly called Cirſocele or Hernia 
Scroti. Theſe Ruptures or Extenſions are generally incurable, becaule 
the Artiſt cannot reach them, Medicines ſignify nothing, and the 
ſeminal Veſſels are ſo tender that they will not allow any kind of Man- 
nual Operations. Tis true, Monſieur Blegni did make an Opening in 
the Scrotum; afterwards Twice conſtriuged the Seminal Veſſels and then 
cut out the extended part; but What was all this, but a needleſs tor- 
g his Patient; for above aroſe a great Tumor, and below a Putre- 
faction of the Teſticles, of which at length he Dyed. .

without any Suppurat ion, and is prepared in this manner. 1 

Calcine Vitriol after the uſual manner, put two third parts thereof 


into an Earthen Retort well luted and cloſed up. Ser the Retort into 


a Reyerbetory Furnace and put a large Receiver to it. Firſt make büt 


agentle Fire till the Phlegm is come over, which put away into ano- 


ther Phiol; lay the Receiver again to the Retort and cloſe it well 
where they join. Increaſe, your Fire by degrees, and when you ſee 
the Receiver. is fill'd with clouds go on with your Fire, till the Recei- 
ver grows cold again.

long a time under their hands, that the Cure was a greater Puniſhment: - 

than the Wound; but the Opinion and Practice are equally ſcan- 

dalous; for the Bullet flying with a Force communicated to it by the 
Powder, may carry with it peices of our Cloaths, or what is neareſt in- 

to the Wound, yet the Bullet cannot burn the Fleſh: And as for the 

Notion of Poyſon which they thought accompanied the Bullet, I could

In Augaſt 1693. Captain Broms came to me for Cure of a Wound 


in his left Thigh, a hands breadth above the Knee made by a Piſtol 
Bullet, which lodged near the Os Femoris. I dreſſed the Wound for ſome 


days in the uſual manner, and finding the oontuſed Fleſh might be ſe- 


parated ; the ſixth day I drew out the Bullet with a Forceps ; the ſe- 
venth day a piece of Paper; and the ninth and tenth days, fome ſmall 
pieces of his Leather Breeches ; and Fourteen days after he was well e- 
nough to ride on Horſe-back, and purſue his Journy to his Regiment.

— H E | Stingings of Bees and Waſps cauſe a very _ and ſenfible 


Pain, and raiſe Swellings and Inflammations, by leaving their 
Stings behind when they have forced them into the Fleth; which Stings 
being full of little Hooks (as qpay be ſeen by the help of a Microſcope) 
they cannot draw them out again, but there they remain to the preju- 


dice and wounding the ſmall Capillary Veſſels. Biting of Dogs are not 


Venomous, unleſs in very hot weather when they are mad ; and then 


according to Dr. Milliss opinion, they Poyſon the part they bite, by 


communicating the Foam of their Mouths into the Wound which they 
make with their Teeth, and that acid and acrid Humour fermenting, 
cauſes a Stagnation and Coagulation, which if not ſuddenly remedied 
turns ta a Mortiſication, and intolerable Pain will follow. That the Bi- 


tings and Stingings of Vipers, Snakes and Scurpions will envenome the 


part they ſeize on, is known to every one, and often comes under the 
Chirurgeons hands; but that, according to the opinion of the Ancients, 
Vipers and Snakes ſting only with their Tungues, I utterly deny; for 
they alſõ wound with their Teeth and ſo eommunicate their Venom, 
which lies in the Froth of their Mouths', ia the ſame manner as I have 


Aid already concerning Mad Dogs, and but little differing from it. But 


Scorpions ſting and pinch only with their Tails, which if you view in a

from Scarifying the Wound. A Country Chirurgon was with her, but 
had applyed nothing but Emplaſtrum de Rani. I preſently ordered the 
Wounds to be waſhed with ths above mentioned Mixture; to the In. 
flammation I applyed my Lac Aureatum, and over the Wound the fol-

This being the Cauſe, a Chirurgeon will eaſily perceive, that his The cure. 


firſt work is to ſtop the Flux of theſe Humours; becauſe if not timely 
prevented, the Tumor will ſoon turn to a Gangrene. If they can be 


reſolved and diſcuſſed by Atenuating Medicines , proceed in that Me- 


thod; but this muſt be done ſpeedily, for if the offending Matter 
crows putrid and indurated, it will ſoon cauſe a Gangrene and at laſt a 
Mortification, If theſe Tumours have neither Wound nor Opening, they 
muſt neceſſarily putriſy for want of Vent, and then it's the beſt way to 


open them with a Lancet, in the part where Nature ſhall indigitate. 


But take care that you uſe neither unctuous nor repelling Medicines ; 


for the firſt will ſtop up the Pores, hinder Tranſpiration, and delay 


the Cure; andthe ſecond will prevent the Circulation, and fo Stag- 


nate and thicken the Juices that they perpetuate the Malady. Aſtrin- 
gents muſt alſo be avoided, for they hinder the Diſcuſſion of the pec- 
cant Humours; and increaſe the Heat and Pain. My Lac Aureatum, ſo 
often mentioned, is an incomparable Remedy in this Caſe ; for if the

Etmuller ſays that a Maid being afflicted with a Falling Sickneſs ſrom 
her Vouth there was injected Reſin. Gilappæ gr. vj. mixed with Spirit Li- 
lior. Cunvalliorum, which gave her but one Vomit, and yet freed her from 
this Diſeaſe for ſome Months. At Hallerſtadt in the years 1679. and 
80. I injected into two Patients, ho had for many years been trou- 
bled with the Falling Sickneſs, Spirit. Grani and Rad. Pœoniæ j. mix. 
ed with Spir. Lilior. Convalliorum, Who were both perfectly cured 
with ir. But I had another Woman Patient, whom theſe Medicines 
would not wholly prevail upon, for tho the Epilepſia ſeemed to vaniſh 
for three Months, yet after that it returned again : whereupon 1 in- 
jected twice Aqua Hirundium mixed with Sal. Volatil. Succin; aſter 
which the Woman was never troubled with it again. It was alfo twice 
tryed upon my ſelf; the firſt time When I was grievouſly afflicted with 
2 ſort of a Leproſie; but then it was not Artificially performed. The 
ſecond time was at Auxlam, where I was ſick of a Violent Fever, and or- 
dered Agua Cardui Benedicti to be Injected, upon which I was wholly 
delivered from my Fever in leſs then two days time- 1 TE 
The Operation is performed after this Manner. The place being How it i, he. 
choſen, which is generally the Arms or Legs, Tye them with two {04 
good Fillets, one above and the orher below, as the Old Chirurgeons 
uſed to do, or as thoſe ſtill do that let Blood with a Flegm. Then apen 
the Vein and let out ſume Ounces of Blood, to empty the Veſſel that it 
may the better receive the Liquor to be injected a then put the Liquor 
into ydur Syringe, and put the Syringe, which muſt have a handſom 
crooked Pipe, into the Orifice, and looſening the uppermoſt Ligature or 
Fillers inject your Liquor gently and by degree, tell it is all in. When 
you ſirſt put the Pipe into the Orifice apply round it: gaad ſtore of Cot- 
ton, ta hinder the Liquor from running aut again.

If the Vein ſwells upwards; ſtroke it gent» 
ly over with your Thumb, and that will diſperſe it. n 415 uni 
hat this Chirurgia Infsſoriais beneficial in dangerous Diſeaſes, where 
the Patient muſt be ſpeedily helped or all is loſt, is very reaſonable to 
believe; becauſe the Injected Liquors preſently mix with the Blood, 
are ſuddenly conveyed to the Heart, and ſo through the whole Body, 
without ſuffering any alteration by the Stomacty or the ſeverab Fer- 
mentative Juices, but works immediately upon: the Diſeaſe: againſt 
whicbo it is levelled: whetefore f once again admoniſh the Chirurgeon 
to inject the Liquor leiſurely, for otherwiſe it will not mix ſo Well 
with the Blood as it ought to do, but continue about the Orifice and 
cauſe an Apoſtema ; which miſmanagement, has not a little contri- 
buted to the decrying and diſuſe of this admirable Chirurgza Infaſoria.

Sali Armoniaci iſs, becauſe it 
contains a volatile Alkali in it, without any mixture of an Oleous 
matter. Dr. Etmuller alſo recommends Cornu Cervi & Spirit. Sangu. 
humani, mixed with Spirit. Vini Camphorati, to revive the almoſt ex: 
tinguiſned Natural Heat, and bring the Patient to a Sweat; but leſt 
thoſe Spirits ſnould coagulate one with another, he mixed two or three 
Drachms of clear Water with: them. He ſays further that the Spiritus 
Salis Eſſentificatus Cornu Cervi, made with Camphzre, is an excellent Re- 
medy in malignant Fevers, if two or three Scruples for a Doſe was 
intermixed with a little Water. To comfort and Strengthen tlie Pa- 
tient, they uſed Amber, Cinamon and: confeftio Altermes, and alſo Sal vo- 
latile Oleoſum Sylvii, Sal volatile Cornu Cervi, and Spiritus Cinamomi 
cum Oleo Succini. Opiates may be allo uſed with great Benefit, if they 
are well corrected and given in an exact and due quantit.

will permit. The Arm or Leg, where the Vein is to be opened; muſt 
be tyed faſt below the opening with a ſtrong Fillet. Then you muſt 
have in readineſs an Inſtrument which is a kind of a Tube, ſurrounded 
with a Linen Cover, in which Cover you muſt put ſome: warm Wa- 
ter to hinder the Blood from coagulating or congealing, which paſſes 
through the Tube. This Tube muſt have on each ſide a fine Silver 
Pipe, one of which muſt be put into the Vein of the Man and the o- 
ther into the Vein of the Beaſt, ſtom whom the Blood muſt be 
transfuſed, the Hair or Wool of whoſe Neck muſt be cut away and a 
Fillet bound about its Neck, and the Creature tyed fo faſt that it can- 
i not move one way or other; then the Vein being opened both in the 
Man and Beaſt, the Blood of the Beaſt will riſe into the Tube and 
empty it ſelf into the Vein of the Arm; and ſo much for this Opera- 
r e e une ene act tat .

Once a Quir- 
ter I cut the Nails of a great Man and Magiſtrate of this Town, that 
are ſo extream hard and thick, tho' ſet in warm Water an hour toge- 
ther, a Knife will hardly touch them.

for his pains ; but this time, cutting the hard Skin under the Ball of the 
great Toe, the Knite went a little too near the Quick and made it bleed, 
which neither Patient nor Chirurgeon regarded at that time ; but the 
Patient ſoon feeling pain afterward, a little Lint was applyed to it, and 
and over that a common Plaiſter, was continued to the third day, and 
then the Patient finding more pain in the great Toe, accom- 
panied with a Swelling and Inflammation, the Chirurgeon applyed 
Felix Wurtzen's Brown Ointment to it. The fifth day, the Symtoms 
incrreafing,and the Patient looking on the hurt himſelf, found it quite 
Black the bigneſs of a ſhilling, at which he was amazed, and ſhewing 

it to the Chirurgeon, he ſaid it was only coloured by the Brown 
Ointment. On the eighth day, the Patient to his great aſtoniſhment, 
ſaw his great Toe and part of the Nail was grown Black; upon which 
he ſent for Dr. Haſenben, who ſearching it, found it to be a Mortifica- 
tion and not coloured Brown Unguent ; which the Chirurgeon might 
have prevented, if he had conſidered rhe Leanneſs of the Leg and the 
ſeveral Ulcers that had been in it ſome years before; for then he 
would have taken more care. This Mortification put them into a 
great conſternation, and inſtead of the former Applications, they now 
began to employ an Emollient Cataplaſm, which made the matter 
worſe, by relaxing the part, which aſſiſted the Mortification. At 
length Dr. Mauritius was alſo ſent for, who adviſed the great Toe to be 
cut off, which was done and ſignified nothing, for the Diſtemper was 
gone too far, and the Mortification run from one Toe to another. The

I am of Opinion, that almoſt all Artbritiet Pains derive their O- 
riginal from one of theſe three Cauſes. Firſt, they either proceed 
from an Hereditary Diſpoſition ; or ſecondly, follow upon forne Inſaſi- 


cient and Febrile Diſcuſſions and Fxcuffions. or 774/eaſonatle Expuili- 
ons of 1uch Matter to the Joints, (On which Head I am of Opinion, 


that no Perſon has exceeded, if equalled, the Learned Sydenham de 
Rheumatiſmo.) Or thirdly, that they generally happen to thoſe of a 
Sanguineo-Cholerick Temperament, either upon great Evacuations of 
Blood, or at ſuch an Age as they ſhould, or in ſuch Perſons as were 
accuſtomed to ſuch Evacuations. I | 

In confirmation of this latter opinion, which I ſhall chiefly inſiſt upon, 


tho' without neglecting any that is material in the other particulars ; 


it's worth our while to obſerve, that all Arthritic Pains generally hap- 
pen in ſuch Places to ſuch Perſons, and at ſuch reſpective Times, in which 
the Hæmorrbagias were formerly wont to viſit the Patient. Hip- 
pocrates has obſerved 1. 3. Aph. 27. of the Hæmorrbagia Narium in 
Youth, that if they do not readily ſucceed, the want of them cauſes 
the Head-ach, Burnings, Redneſs of the Pace, Inflammations of the Eyes, 
the Tooth-ach, Anguina's Sc. And in another place aſſerts 1:6. 3. A4ph. 
29. that the Hæmoptyſes happening to young people, between 18 and 


35 years of age, if they did not conſtantly obſerve their courſe, and 


break out kindly, and that a Conſumption or Phthifik did not intervene, 
then the Arthritis Scapuluris and Humelaris, the Pleuriſy, frequent 


Cougbings, Squinancies and the like, would certain follow. 


In Middle aged People, Hippocrates alſo obſerves, J. 3. 4ph. 30. and 


teſtifics upon his own experience, that it rhe Hæmorrhoidal Excretions | 


were not duly performed ; then Aſthmata convulſiva, Hypochondriaca, 
Colice Hemorrhoidales and Nephritice, Nephritico-Tſchiadice, Arthritides, 
and at laſt the Gout both in Hands and Feet, the Cramp, Oc. would 
unavoidably ſucceed. 43 10 
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The ſame does our great Maſter obſerve in Ancient People Lib. z. 
Aph. 3. that the Zemorrhoids and making of Bloody Urine, are 
reckoned very dangerous; and yet if they ceaſe too ſoon Nephritic 
Pains enſue, the Yariags, or the Gour. Theſe Indications are collected 
from Experience, and explain the whole Mattet, v7z. that ſuch Arthri- 
tick Affects, are nothing elſe but Bæmorrhagict Endeavours familiar to 
Plethorick and Sanguineo-Cholerick Bodies which are generally irritated 
and provoked by turbulent Commotions of the Mind. "oY 1 
Now tho' Nature, in ſuch caſes, does not abſolutely obtain her 


Spaſmodic Motions, to bring the Tonical Congeſtions of the Blood to the 
ſeveral Emunctories; which if vigorouſly exerted might obtain a bene- 
ficial Exoneration. ne ans 
Hence thoſe actual Hæmorrhagic Disburthenings which happen to 
Plethorick Bodies, otherwiſe in good health, are eſteemed ſo much the 
more advantageous if ſpontaneouſly performed, and certainly prevent 
many dangerous Accidents in almoſt all ages. ho! 3 
This is well known even to the Vulgar, that Bleeding at Noſe, does 
take away or at leaſt eaſes the Head ach, and that young People who 
are accuſtomed to it, are ſeldom or never troubled with the Pleuriſy, 
Squinancy &c. for which reaſon all Men of ſenſe eſteem ſuch Hæmorrha- 


g7a'sa great benefit of Nature. To which I may alſo add an Obſerva- 


tion, as well known to the Common People as to the moſt able Pra- 
ctitioners; v7z. that ſuch aged Folks as are ſeized with the Gout, attain to 
a greater Number of years than others; and the reaſon is plain, becauſe 
the Noxious Humours, which warn apt tnranls dangernne Hiſeaſes. Are 
leiſurely repulſed, conſumed and congregated in the more ignoble 
parts: when, on the contrary, young people are fallen upon with 
greater Fury and Impatience of Nature, by thoſe Excuſſory Moti- 
ons, tho they find a more ſudden diſtribution and retrocurring of Mat- 
ter than in thoſe of greater years; but if in the beginning of ſuch an 
Arthritict and Hemorrhagick Congeſtion, the Patient has lived too ir- 


regularly, or Repelled it by contrary Medicines, then it would be fol- Ne. 


lowed by Internal Inflammatory Affects, which incline to a Hectict cr 

Paralytico- Apopleftick Omiſſions of the Tonic Motions. | 
But theſe Aribritico- Hemorrhagick attempts, are not only Examples 
of Nature, agreeable to what we are difcourſing ; for Nature exerts her 
{elf in ſeveral other Methods in Excuſſing Chronical Diſeaſes , and tho 
it does not ſo frequently occur, that they come to a perfect Cure; 
yet we we find ſome ſuch examples every day. Foreſtus l. 19. obſ. 31. 
mentions a Hydrops Anaſarca cured by a ſpontaneous Purging. Sme- 
tius Miſcel p. 564. tells us of a Dropſy which was excuſsd by Vomit- 
ing up the Water. Schenkius I. 3. ob. 3, gives us ſeveral ſuch Inſtan- 
ces , one of a Dropſy cured by meer Natural Sweats, another by con- 
tinual Motion, without the uſe of any Medicines. Hildanus c. I. obſ. 
50. relates that a Dropſy was perfectly cured by a Hæmorrhagia Nari- 
um, Valleriola l. 1. obſ. 50. rehearſes a remarkable Inſtance of a Man 
that had been Bed. rid ſeveral years of a Palſie, and was cured by a ſud- 
den Fright, The Houſe being on Fire and ſeizing his Bedſtead, he 
recollecting all his Strength, excited by the Terror of his Mind, 
{ſprung out of his Bed, went out of the Houſe, and had the uſe of his 
Limbs always after. Paullinus obſ. ad aft. Nat. Car. Dec. 11. Ann. vi. 
and Camerarius Syllog. Memorial c. 5. part 30. gives us the like relations.

the Indians 


In the year 1700. I being then at Paris in France, a Gentlewoman 
of about 40 years of Age, of a Melancholy Conſtitution, who dwelt near 
my Lodgings [dans la Rue de Fourc au Fauxbourg St. Germains, aupres 
/ Hoſtel Imperiale] had been ſeveral years afflicted with two running 
Sores in her left Leg, which at the Increaſe of the Moon diſcharged 
great quantities of wateriſh Matter. It happened one day in Auguſt 
ſhe went to Church, and as ſhe was telling o re her Beads, and ſitting 
her left Side near the Wall, under an old Picture of ſome Saint or o- 
ther, which ſuddenly - falling down and hitting her fore Leg ( but 
without doing it any Injury ) put. this. poor Gentlewoman into 
a very great Fright, as ſhe told us when ſhe came home, and as ! 
could eaſily. perceive by her being ſomething Feveriſh, - which went 
off next Morning. Four days after ſhe deſired me to ſee her Leg, 
which to my Admiration appeared very forward towards a Healing, 
for I had ſeen it about three Weeks before in a very ill Condition, 
when ſhe had a Chirurgeon to dreſs it; but he and others having done 
her no good, ſhe now reſolved to make no further uſe of their Medi- 
cines, and only applied ſome Plantas Leaves to the Sores, and in a 
Months time theUſcers,which in truth were before very large and deep 
were both perfectly healed up; and this Gentlewortian. ſincerely be- 
lieved, that her Sores were cured by ſome! peculiar Virtue in the Saints 
Picture that ſtruck her Leg; nor could I ever perſwade her to the con- 
trary, by all the Arguments I could uſe againſt that fond Opinion. 
But we not travel out of England for an Inſtance, if we conſider the 
Cold Bath, a thing ſo very uſeful in exciting the Vital Actions to a 


more vigorous Motion, in order to open Ohſtructions and ſorce the 
Liquors tnrougn tneir umuar Fanages; or that the Noxious parts of 


the Blood might by that means be the ſooner excuſſed. Not that 
there. is more virtue in that Water than in others, to penetrate into the 
inward Parts, and correct the Juices ; No, but directly contrary, for 
Cold makes it unactive; nor is it only the Extremity of Cold that does 
the Buſineſs ; but the ſudden Immerſion of ſuch infirm Bodies, that ſtrikes 
a Dread, Terror, and Afirightment into the Mind, and excites Na- 
ture to a more Vivacious Motion, in reſiſting that, which by it's ex- 
traordinary frigzdity and ſudden Surpriſe, might produce ſome corpo- 
ral Detriment ; and ſor this Reaſon it is, that Zzmorous and over nicely 
ſenſible People receive the greateſt Benefit by it, eſpecially in Palfees 
and Lameneſs. 1 | | 13555 
The Indians in North America, have much ſuch another Method of 
curing Fevers, and as ſoon as any of them fall ſick of that Diſeaſe, 
et they pur the Patient into a Swear, which they dexterouſly perform 
only with hot Stones, and as ſoon as the Patient is in a good Swear, 
they all of a ſudden, and at once, pour upon him from Read to Foot, 
a great quantity of Cold Water, and if he is of a ſtrong Conſtitution, 
they add a ſecond Pail full as before; which puts the Patient into a 
terrible Fit of Shivering and Quaking; but by this means they im- 
mediately prevent the further progreſs of the Fever, and ſave many a 
ones Life; but this muſt be done in the very beginning, or the Cure 
will be as dangerous as the Diſeaſe : if it happens that they can 
Sweat the Patient near a River, they make him run at once out of 
the Swear, into the Water over Head and Ears. This is their general 
way of Cure, and the Method they chiefly rely upon ; and not with- 


out 
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out great Reaſon ; for what muſt cure us is always in us, if we knew but 
how to manage or excite it to Action. A Fire Stone does not make 


the Fire in the Steel, it is there already, and the Stone does only 


excite or provoke it. Cordials, Chymical Preparations and great 
Doſes of Decoctions, Powders &c. are not things to be abſolutely de. 
pended on; but if we have a right Apprehenſion of the Indigitations 
of Nature, and aſſiſt her accordingly, very ſmall Matters will relieve 
her; but let us trace and conſider her Preſervat ive Motions a little

Hence it is that a Contagious Diſeaſe is then 
accounted Malignant and Deletorious, when it inſinuates itſelf into the 
Body unreſiſted by any Febrile Agitations of the Humours, but freely 
acts in the Body conceſſi mord & ſpatis nocendi, under deſperate Ter- 
rors, Loſs of Strength, Lypot hymies, Obnubelations of the Mind, and 
this without any Help or Reſiſtance; for then not only ſudden Death, 
but a more-ſpeedy Corruption of the Cadaver does follow, 


On the contrary, where there is an aſſiduous Febrifick Commotion, , 


Secretion and Excretion does luckily ſucceed ; there the moſt grievous 
Fevers, yea thoſe which they are called Peſtilential are ſubdued, to 
the great benefit of the Patient; and this leads me to repeat what I 

n have 
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have ſaid before, viz. That a greater number of People are recovered out of 
Acute Fevers, yea and out of Contagious and Malignant Fevers alſo, with. 
out the uſe of Medicines, than are reſtored by Bleeding, the uſe of Opium, 
Vomits, Purges, Sudorificks, and other Common Methods, ſo much in 
Vogue among ſuch as know no better. 3 | 

So that by what is already alleged, it is certain, that aPhyſician cannot 
oppugn ſuch Pat hemata's in Fevers, which a Vulgar Error has denomi- 
nated dangerous Effects of that Diſeaſe, without Manifeſt Injury to the 


Patient. As for inſtance ; to cool the Heat of an Inflammation by hold. 


ing the part in cold water, will certainly cauſe a Sphacelus in ſuch 
a part; nor can Iallow the indiſcreet adhibition of Opiats to make 
Reſtleſs Patients ſleep, unleſs the Phyſician has a Mind ro cauſe an irre- 
gularity in theſe Motions, and if it increaſed and continued, to throw 
his Patient into a greivous and dangerous Delirium. Nor can a Phy- 
fician hinder Seaſonable Sweatings, or extimulate unſeaſonable ones, 
without detriment to the univerſal Decurſion ; nor muſt we attempt to 
obſtruct or ſuppreſs the Critical Endeavours, eſpecially the Actual Ex- 
erciſes, tho they cauſe never ſo great a Commotion before they break 
through, 


A Phyſician ſhould rightly inform himſelf of the Deſigns and Inten- 


tions of Paroxiſms, the Opportunities of Evacuations, and as well their 
_ preparatory Furnitures as the Value of their Excreteria's, that he may 


know how to ſuccour them, at leaſt with a proper Regiment or a- 
greeable Medicaments ; and then he may happily overcome Fevers by 
an Eaſy and Secure Method, as Cæſalpinus affirms.

Now if we conſider the wonderful Attempts and various Endeavours . 
of Nature, in Excuſſing the Putredinous Ferment, of that notorious e French Pox 
Diſtemper called the French Pox, it muſt certainly ſeem very ſtrange 
to thoſe that are Ignorant of the internal Conſervative Motions, that 
at its firſt Entrance, Nature is ready to Extrude it preſently, the ſame 
way it came; and in order to that end, an Inflammation is immediate-/ 
ly raiſed, then an Eruption in the Veſicæ ſeminales, from whence it's 
9 forwards with its Spermatick vehicle. Now, let thoſe that pre- 
tend to 1 ſafe and ſpeedy Cure of Claps, reſolve me, whether it would 
not be the ſafer and more expeditious, Method, to help and aſſiſt Na- 
ture in her Excuftons, and eſpecially ini the ſame way ſhe has pru- 
dently choſen, than to reſtrain and oppoſe her? And yet the Generali- 
ty of Practitioners, . are ſtill employing their Swinging Doſes of pur» 
ing Medicines; to keep the Body cool and Feeble, and ſo croſs the de- 
igns of Nature in throwing off the Putredinous Venereal Matter; till at g 
length it is forced to Stop of itſelf, and then it gradually infects the 
whole Body ; which is certainly a Strange way of Curing, and never 
like to have a tolerable iſſue, when Nature works one way and the Phy- 
fſician another; but on the contrary, it generally happens, that Pati- 
ents are notoriouſly Pox'd, by thoſe that pretended to Cure them of a 
Clap. I will not oppoſe their Purging if the Inflammation is very vi- 
olent ; but to think to Cure the Patients meerly by Purging without 
Poxing them is abſolutely impoſſible. Others more Indiſereet and un- 
_ reaſonable than the former, perhaps that they might receive their 
Money {ooner, or becaule they hnow no berrev, purge their Patients 
once or twice, and then ſend them to the Wells to drink cold Water, 
or give them preſently Aſtringent Pills, and thus violently ſtop 
the Running, which by gentle Dureticks, Nitrous Medicines Note. 
and eſpecially ſuch as reſiſt Putreſaction, ſhould have been moderately 
carried off; but the Patient thinks himſelf Cured if his Gonorrhæa or OO 
running is but ſtop d, when in truth a little time diſcovers that he is 
Poxed with a Vengeance. Now, how well theſe Practitioners underſtand 
Nature, is ſufficiently underſtood without a further Explication. But let 
us look a little further, and ſee how Nature operates in Excuſling this 
Matter; if it is untimely ſtopped, then this Putredinous venereal Mat- 
ter, is ſucceſſively forced and congeſted in the Groins as the nearer 
Emundtories, where an Inflammation1is raiſed again, to digeſt the Putredi- 
nous Matter, that if it may be thrown off again in a Pus-like Subſtance 
and the Fleſhy part becomes more and more putrid to give way to 
the Congeſted Matter, and then is called a Bubo, and an admirable 
Excuſſion it is, if but rightly managed; but if repelled by the Appli- 
cation of contrary Medicines, as Mercurials, or great Coolers, and 4ſftrin- 
gents, or is SCarified or Opened before it comes to Maturity, then no «+ 
thing can be expected bu a confirmed Pox, becauſe the Yenereal 3 
matter is driven back again. Then Nature perhaps makes ano- 0 
ther attempt, and cauſes a Bubo in the other fide, and tries, if impoſſi-

This ſhe attempts in the Head by 
Tumours, in the Noſe, Throat and Ears by Iaflammations and running 
Sores: In the Shoulders and Breaſt by Impoſthumes, Ulcers, Coug bing, 
Sc. in the Back and Bely by Ulcerat ions, Impoſtumations, Fiſtula 8, 
Ke. And in the Legs by Nodes, Tumors and Ulcers. Thus is the Body 
Putrified alive, and to ſuch a degree, that at laſt Nature or Art can 

contribute nothing to its Relief; for tho Nature ſtrives with all her 
Might, yet the Noxious Matter has ſo far infected all the Hu- 
mours, that nothing found: is left for her Aſſiſtance. However, 

. it s not aſſerted that a Pox does always gradually proceed from a Clap; 
No! for ſometimes the Venomous matter ts ſo ſubtil and agile, that it 
inſinuates itſelf into the Blood, without cauſing a Clap; but in 

time may be Extimulated by ſome great Commotion, and then ſnews

gence, and carefully obſerve the Operations of Nature, with her 
Symptoms and Eccritick Endeavours, in all ſuch Perſons as Recover meerly 
by her Aſſiſtance ; for by that means he would ſoon underſtand what 
a Paroxiſm is, and find it by Experience to be the moſt certain way of 
Cure, to aſſiſt Nature in her febrile Paroxiſms, in order to expel the Mor- 
bifick Matter, and inſtead of adminſtring Vomits, Purges, Sweats and uſing 
unſeaſonableP hlebotomies,toemployCorrigentia, Abſorbentia,Temperantia, 
and moderately promote Natural breathing Sweats, or or otherwiſe as 
the beneficial Indigitations of our InternalMedicatrix ſhall premonſtrate. | 
Thus an Ingenious Phyſician or Surgeon, by accommodating himſelt Rene. 
to the various Operations of Nature, and by ſerving her when ſhe 
wants Aſſiſtance, will be able to diſcover the Specie and Motion of the 
peccant Matter by her Endeavours, and trace her ſo exactly, that ſhe 
ſhall ſcarce be capable of Extruding them by an other way, than what 
he knows already ; and then if he 1s Maſter of any more commadious 
and expeditious Artificial Corrections, and Specifick Medicines than 
are commonly known. He may employ them ſucceſsfully, to his 
Patient's Advantage and his own Honour: Whereas Inſolent Ig. 
norant Quacks, and Blind Empiricks, whoſe utmoſt Art conſiſts in 
Bleeding, Purging, Vomiting and Sweating, is only obliged to Blind 
Chance if any of his Attempts ſucceed, becauſe he is as perfect a Stran- 
ger to the Operations of Nature, as he isto the Liberal Arts, or the 
Laws of Modeſty. No Science, in the Republick of Learning, is more 
beneficial to Mankind, than the Noble Healing Faculty, and yet 
none is ſo horribly and ſhameleſly Invaded by Ignorant Prerenders, 
and therefore I will thus conclude ; |
